Nigeria  Christians  slaughtered 
hy  Muslim  extremist  Fulani  sect 


PLATEAU,  Nigeria  (BP)  - 
Armed  Muslim  extremist  Fulani 
herdsmen  killed  120  Christian 
mourners  and  iqiured  others 
leaving  a  weekend  funeral  in 
Plateau  Stale  ^  Kiperia*  a  local 
pastor  reported  -  but  other  ca¬ 
sual  counts  exceed  200.

for  witness.

BarnweD  noted,  however, 
that  Russia’s  2016  law  curbing 
evangelism  could  yield  a  gov¬ 
ernment  crackdown  at  sports 
camps  not  hosted  by  authorized 
rrimous  institutions. 

The  2016  law  requires  that 
evaxigelism  be  confined  to 
offidaQy-recoanized  church 
huikfings  and  bans  diAribu- 
tion  of  certain  types  of  religious 
messages  throum  mass  print, 
broadcast,  or  onBne  media. 

In  an  effort  to  abide  by  those 
restrictions,  Russian  churches 
have  hosted  outreach-oriented 
viewing  of  World  Cup  matches 
in  neai^  400  locations  across 
50  cities,  readiing  some  10,000 
p^i^,  Religion  News  Service 
(RNS)  repotted. 

One  evangelism  team  in  each 
dty  was  detuned  in  Moscow, 
Kaliningrad,  and  Ekaterinburg, 
for  talkmg  with  pec^  about 
Christ  ana  distriDuting  litera¬ 
ture  in  public  j^aces,  RNS  re¬ 
ported  July  p.  The  teams  were 
released  wiuiout  diaiges 
being  filed,  but  their  literature 
was  confiscated.

Alleged  abortion  reporting  law 
violations  spotlighted  in  Indiana 


INOIANAPOUS,  IimI.(BP)  - 
While  members  of  die  U.S. 
Congress  call  for  a  national  in¬ 
vestigation  of  Planned  Parent- 
boodfor  failing  to  report  the 
suspected  sexual  abuse  of  mi¬ 
nors,  pro-life  activists  and  two 
U.S.  Congressmen  from  Indi¬ 
ana  are  confronting  matters  in 
their  home  state. 

Indiana  Rkbt  to  Life  an¬ 
nounced  the^ng  of  48  con¬ 
sumer  complaints  against  nine 
Indiana  abortkmists  who  alleg¬ 
edly  foiled  to  follow  state  report¬ 
ing  laws  regarding  aborrions 
they  performed  on  girls  under 
the  w  of  16  and  as  as 
10).  The  law  requires  aborOon- 
isto  to  report  such  abortkma  to 
the  Indiana  State  Department 
of  Health  and  the  Department 
of  Child  Services  within  three 
days  of  the  procedure. 

The  doctors'  feihires  to  In- 
dkate  this  atep  was  taken  dem- 
onatrate  that  they  mmr  have 
violated  the  law,  poarihly  de¬ 
liberately,  and  thereby  poasfoly 
dfowed  for  die  oondniiation  of 


abuse,*  wrote  U3.  Reps.  Jim 
Banks  and  Todd  Rokita,  both 
Republicans,  in  a  letter  to  In¬ 
diana  Attorney  General  Curtis 
HiO,  also  a  Republican. 

The  two  congressmen  urged 
Hfl]  to  investigate  die  daims 
against  Plaimed  Parenthood, 
ivhich  have  also  been  alleged  in 
other  states. 

The  Indiana  reporting  law 
took  effect  last  Jid|y,  bemging 
the  reporting  requinanent  into 
ahgnment  with  Indiana's  age  of 
(xmaem  for  senial  activiw,  wtikh 
is  16.  Prior  to  2017.  the  law  only 
required  reporting  for  abortions 
on  giris  ages  14  aid  uoder. 

Eebotng  pro-life  advocates’ 
requests,  the  representatives 
for  an  *imniediate  inves- 
tigatioo*  of  the  abortfonists,  die 
facilities  where  they  work,  and 
their  uae  of  Tide  X  funds.  They 
also  eneouraged  the  suspension 
of  medical  fioeoaes  and  abor- 
tioo  feeflity  Bcenaci  whOe  die 
tnvesdgatioo  it  oogoing. 

Mike  Ffchter,  present  of 
IfwHMia  Right  to  Life,  said  his 


organization  requests  termina- 
don-of-pregnancy  reports  eve^ 
year  ana  wyks  for  errors.  This 
year  it  found  48  instances  of 
noncomphance. 

In  2016,  the  group’s  work  re¬ 
sulted  in  the  suspension  of  an 
abortionist’s  medical  license  for 
his  feflure  to  report  aborrions 
he  performed  on  girls  as  young 
as  10. 

*What  %ve  hope  to  see  Is  the 
fiiD  invearigatfon  surfedng. 
whether  or  not  the  aborrions  on 
these  young  gfris  were  reported 
to  the  Deputenent  of  Chud  Ser- 
vioea.*  Flditer  said.

He  tricked  his  father  into  letting  him 


come  back  to  Jerusalem  and  immedi- 
atdy  begin  to  build  a  base  ftom  which 
to  rebel. 

One  of  Absalom’s  dramatic  ap¬ 
proaches  to  win  favorable  miblic  at- 
tentkm  is  described  in  the  mvt  of  flie 
igth  chapter.  *After  fliia,  Abaakun  got 
hmiself  a  diariot,  horses,  and  50  men  to 
ran  before  him.*  2  Samuel  15:1  (HCSB). 
Having  special  bo<fy  gmuds  run  by  yo^ 
vddde  is  sppmnt^  stOl  considered  ay . 
some  dramatic  despots  as  s  way  to  im¬ 
press  and  control  the  masses.  Did  you 
see  Kim  Jong-un’s  body  guards  numi^ 
beside  his  limousme  wnai  he  met  with 
our  president?  The  North  Korean  dic¬ 
tator  acted  as  thou^  the  dramatic  show 
of  power  made  him  more  acceptable  to 
his  subjects. 

AbsMom  used  this  dramatic  show  of 
royal  power  (though  not  real)  to  fool 
peoide  into  wanting  him  as  King  in¬ 
stead  of  his  dad.  He  tricked  200  men 
from  Jerusalem  to  follow  him  with¬ 
out  realizina  he  was  going  to  Hebron 
to  rebel  against  King  Davia  Then  in  s 
bold  but  nilse  daim,  Absalom  had  an¬ 
nouncements  made  across  Israel,  *Ab- 
saloffi  is  king  in  Hebron.*  David  and 
lus  oouit  had^to  run  ftom  Jerusalem  to 
save  their  Uvea.

Pray  •  Nehemiah  1:1-11 


In  a  large  city,  late  evenii^,  we  drove 
across  an  overpass.  Sleeping  people, 
many  shirtless  and  shoeless,  lined  the 
overpass.  The  desire  to  do  some^ng 
overwhelmed  me.  Many  times  since, 
that  image  fills  my  mind,  and  I  am 
overwhelmed. 

FoUowing  the  great  tsunami  in  lliai- 
land,  a  young  woman  shared  many  sto¬ 
ries  about  homeless  famBies,  orphans, 
and  great  devastation.  One  little  mri,  7* 
stin  haunts  me;  she  would  sit  for  hours 
and  stare  at  her  devastated  viUage  as 
tears  slipped  down  her  cheeks. 

Social  media  bombards  us  with  sto¬ 
ries  of  those  %vho  are  devastated  by  dis¬ 
ease,  hunger,  war,  unspeakable  abuse 
and  trage<Ues.  Do  we  book  the  first 
plane  a^  offer  our  assistance?  Do  we 
send  money,  clothes,  food?  What  do 
%ve  do?  Do  we  set  St  aU? 

Nehemiah  was  servi^  in  Susa  when 
he  learned  of  a  situation  in  his  home 
country  that  caused  him  to  weep  and 
mourn  (Nehemiah  1:4). 

Nehemiah  i:i-S*  Become  aware 
of  the  needs  around  ymi.  WlUle 
Nehemiah  was  serving  in  Susa  as  King 
Artaxerxes*  cop  bearer,  his  brother 
and  some  others  visited  ftom  Judah. 
Nehemiah  inquired  about  Jerusalem 
and  the  welftue  of  those  who  bad  re* 
turned  ftom  exfle.  Nebsmiah’t  visi* 
tors  informed  him  that  the  city  and  the 
people  were  *in  great  trouble  and  dis¬ 
grace.*  Nehemiah  1:3  (NLT)

Nehemiah  be«  God  to  be  aware  of  the 
present  situadon  of  His  people  and  to 
cause  the  kina  vrhoiD  Nehemiah  serves 
to  be  "favorable*  and  *kiiid*  to  Nehe- 
miah  so  that  he  mkht  act  concerning 
thepeople  in  Jerusalem. 

liioaipk  .the  situatkMi  was  extreme, 
Nehemiah  aouglfl  God  before  acting. 
Nehemiah  contiaiied  lo  ftilfill  his  re¬ 


sponsibilities  until  the  tixiie  that  God 
would  begin  to  reveal  His  wUl  concern¬ 
ing  the  situation.  Nebemiah’s  friends 
visited  in  Autumn  (vs  l  -  NLT).  Nehe¬ 
miah  would  not  see  any  visible  results 
from  his  prayers  until  *Early  the  fol¬ 
lowing  spring...*  Nehemiah  2;i  (NLT). 

Rc^dless  of  the  pain,  danger,  or 
fear  in  our  hearts,  the  first  place  that 
Believers  should  turn  is  prayer.  Often 
prayer  is  viewed  as  a  last  resort  or  the 
‘omy  thing  wc  can  do.*  Prayer  empow¬ 
ers  a  Believer  to  respond  in  the  Spirit; 
therefore,  prayer  is  a  Believer’s  first 
and  best  response.  Jesus  withdrew 
r^ularty  to  pray  (Luke  6).  Jesus  gave 
Hu  Disciples  a  model  prayer  (Matthew 
6:9-13),  and  it  resembled  Nehemiah’s 
prayer.  Ihe  model  begins  by  acknowl¬ 
edging  God’s  character  and  position, 
and  encourages  the  Believer  to  seek 
(}cH  for  daily  needs  and  forgiveness  of 
sin. 

What  is  the  Believer’s  proper 
sponse  when  faced  with  news  of  over¬ 
whelming  need  or  devastation?  Prayer. 
God  is  our  Heavenly  Father.  God  sees 
situations  ftom  aU  perspectives:  past, 
present,  and  future.  (k>a  has  the  cor¬ 
rect  answer  and  our  correct  respond. 
He  wOl  answer  when  we  turn  our 
hearts  to  Him  and  seek  Him  with  rev¬ 
erence  and  integrity  of  heart.
